Carolina.  He  was  left  an  orphan  when  fourteen  years  old  and  was 
placed  In  the  home  of  Nerius  Barker,  a  noted  minister  of  the  Friends 
Church  of  that  day'.  He,  with  his  three  sisters,  came  to  Indiana 
before  the  Civil  War  broke  out.  He  spent  a  few  years  going  to 
Bloomlngdale  Academy  and  teaching  alternately.  While  teaching  a 
term  at  Rush  Creek,  he  became  acquainted  with  Eunice  Newlin  and  In 
due  time,  they  were  married.  They  stayed  In  her  mothers  home  for 
a  year,  he  taught  through  the  winter  west  of  Annopolis,  then  they 
found  a  home  of  their  own.  He  was  industrious  in  his  habits,  and 

active  In  Church  work  being  a  S  S  teacher  and  an  overseer  in
